HOUSES TO RENT. 


John Daly expired at his home ou 


the east side in this city at 8:15 o'clock 
on Saturday evening as a result of 
injuries received near Dancy the same 
morning in a runaway accident. 


Tlie people of this city were startled 


to hear on Saturday that Mr. Daly 
had been serion>lv injured in a run- 
away accident, bm at the time il was 
not supposed that his injuiL:.-, would 
result fatally. 


Upon the receipt of the message 


slating the accident to Mr. Daly, Dr. 
Boormauand Henry Sampson hoarded 
the north bound way freight and ar- 
rived at Eau Pleine, where Mr. Daly 
had been taken, about 12 o'clock. 
Here the doctor found Mr. Daly lying 
in a comatose state, with a wound on 
his forehead and bleeding at the no>e 
and 
mouth. 
Investigation 
showed 


that the blood came from the injured 
man's lungs, indicating that he hail 
received internal injuries, the extent 
of which could not be determined. 


About three o'clock in the alternoon 


Mrs. Daly and Ur. Frank Pomainvillc 
arrived at the bedside of tne injured 
man, and a special having been sent 
from JiabcocU Mr. Daly was placed 
aboard and brought to this city .is e.x- 
peditiously as possible, getting here 
about live o'clock in the evening. 


Arriving at 
his home the scalp 


wound was dressed and 
everything 


possible done for the injured one, but 
in spite of all surgical aid he expired 
at 8:15, three hours after reaching 
home, without having regained con- 
sciousness nor made a move. The at- 
tending surgeons decided that his 
death had been caused by cerebral 
hemorrhage, the wound on the head 
not having been .sufficient to have re- 
sulted so seriously, as, although the 
skull had been laid bare for a diameter 
of two and one-half inches, there was 
no indications that Uie bone had been 
injured. 


There was one man with Mr. Daly 


.vlien the accident occurred, he being 
T. M. Petty who resides at Dancy, 
On the morning of the accident Mr. 
Petty and Mr. Daly had left Dancy to 
transact some business between Dancy 
and Ban Pleine. 
When this had been 


done the team was headed for Eau 
Pleine where Mr. Daly intended to 
lake the south bound train for this 
city. 


The funeral occurred on Tuesday 


morning from the Catholic church, 
and was largely attended not only by 
the towns people, but also by those 
from surrounding towns, a special 
train being run down on the St. Paul 
road to allow those from cities north 
of here, who had known Mr. Daly in 
life, to have a chance to attend at 
least the last sad rites of his earthly 
career. The places of business in the 
city were closed between the hours of 
•J and 
12 by 
the 
request of Mayor j 


\Vheelan to allow both the proprietors ! 
and clerks to attend the funeral, and 
the cortege that followed the r.emains 
to their last resting place was one of 
the largest ever seen in this city. 


The sorrowing family certainly have 


the sympathy of the community in 
their sad loss. 


Mr. Daly was born 
in Me Keau 


connly, Pennsylvania in 1S41, and was 
consequently in his sixty-lirst year at 
the time of his death. 
1'or nearly 


forty vears past he has been a resi- 
dent of Grand Rapids, having conic 
here in 18I>4.

IS KILLED BY HIS OWN HAiSD

Guy Gosliue, a youth eighteen years 


of age,who resided with his parents at 
Xekuosa, met with a shocking accident 
on Saturday afternoon whicli resulted 
in his dentil about tun hours later. He 
was shot in the lower part of the ab- 
domen with a load of line shot which 
coursed upward through the body and 
lodged apparently in the stomach. 


The young man was out 
limiting; 


rabbits with a companion, and had 
climbed onto the top of a fallen tree to 
see about him when a limb broke and 
and precipitated IIMII a shojrtjlisjtance_ 
to the ground, 
lie had placed his gun 


liiitt down on the limb alongside of him

Mr. Daly was driving his own team, 


which was rather a spirited pair of 
animals, and they had evinced an in- 
clination to run earlier in the day, but 
Mr. Daly had succeeded in getting them 
quieted down. Just before the accident 
occurred a. jumper was 
met on the 


roath- and Messrs. Daly and Petty 
urned out to let the otillii past:, but 
vhen the team came back unto the 
oad again they stnrted to run. Mr. 
)aly tried to quiet the animals, and 
isked Mr. Petty to assist him and the 
wo men took hold of the reins for 
his purpose. It seems, however, Hint 
he traces were a trille loose, allowing 
he sleigh to run onto the horses' heels 
and the more the two men held them 
n the more frightened they became. 
Suddenly an obstruction was struck 
and both men were thrown violently 
to the ground. Mr. Petit was da/.ed, 
but managed to pick himself up, and 
looking about saw the team dashing 
down the road with the sleigh empty 
Looking back he saw Mr. Daly lying 
on the road about three rods distant, 
and lie immediately went to his as 
sistance. Mr. Daly .was unconscious 
and bleeding profusely from his nose 
and mouth and from the wound in his 
head. 


Mr. Petty placed his companion in 


as easy a position as possible and at- 
tempted to stop the lloivof blood, but 
being entirely alone and well along in 
years and somewhat hurt from his lull 
he could not do much where he was, 
nor could he move the injured man to 
a better place. 


In the meantime the team had run 


to the baru where they were known 
and some men who had been unload- 
ing hay surmised that an accident 
had occurred and immediately drove 


ick to the scene of the cata.-,tro»he, 
hich was only about half a mile dis- 
in I, where liley found the two men. 


ing a start in some 
new venture. 


When any enterprise that was calcu- 
lated to lienelit the city was brought 
up, Mr. Daly could always be counted 
upon for a certain amount of support, 
even if he happened to be out of the 
city at the time, as he often was in 
looking after his numerous business 
interests. 
It is such men as these 


that may he called public spirited, 
anil who bv their death leave a place 
that il is hard to fill, and that is felt 
by tlie entire community. 


Besides his immediate family Mr. 


Daly leaves an aged mother who has 
for some years past made her home 
cither with Mr. Daly aml>fam>ly •:•;• !.'is 
brother Charles.

grasping the nuzzle with his left hand.

The vonng man was carried to the 


home of Henry Atkins near by and 
Dr. McGregor'of Nekoosa summoned. 
He made him as comfortable as pos- 
sible under the circumstances and im- 
mediately telephoned for Drs. Ridg- 
ina.il and Waters ol this city, who re- 
paired to the scene of the accident as 
rapidly as possible. 


When the doctois from this city ar- 


rived the young fellow was still con- 
scious, although very weak, and with 
scarcely any pulse. A ha.sty examina- 
tion sliowed thai nothing could be 
done to save his life as the shot had 
torn the intestines in fearful shape 
and then entered the stomach. Every- 
thing possible was done to make his 
few remaining hours as easy as possi- 
ble, however, and in spite of the 
frightful wound he had received he 
lingered until one o'clock that night. 


The young man had been attending 


business college the pasllhree months 
and h.ai'. only come home a few days 
before to spend the holidays with his 
parents. As he was an only son, the 
case is an especially sad one.
